This time it’s with Tom Dean who 


lives at 11314 123 street 
Chronologically the story goes 
like this 


Previous to 1945 Mr. Dean loamed 
and grass-seeded the side boulevard 
in front of his hom, 

One day he received a telephone 


call from the City Engineers’ De 
partment which informed him of 
the city’s intention to plant ash 
trees in front of his home 

Mr Dean protested, because 
“Aithough I like trees I don't like 
them on boulevards They take 
moisture and sunlight away from 


the grass and their roots sometimes 
Play hob with sidewalks.” 

But, according to the Engineers’ 
Department the tree-planting was 
part of a uniform program and 
would just have to be planted, 


SO HE GAVE IN 


So Mr. Dean gave in. What else 
eould he do? 

On Oct. 21, 1945, came a bill 
from the City Engineers’ Depart- 
ment itemizing 

“Two trees, $5.00.” 

On December 28, 1945, Mr. Dean 
paid the city the $5.00 and was 
handed a receipt for the money 


which he still has in his possession 


On Tuesday of last week, while 
Mr. Dean was away at work the 
tree disappeared 

Mr. Dean telephoned the City 
Engineers Department who with 
great speed referred him to the 
Parks Department which, it was 
said had now been placed in 
charge of such matters 

“The tree must have been dead 
said a man at the Parks Depart- 
ment office 

“Like heck it is retorted Mr 
Dean It's planted about a block 
and one half down the treet in 
front of the home of Mr Cliff 
Manarey 
NEW PROGRAM 

“Oh yes the Parks Department 
man suddenly remembered, “that’s 
part of the new tree-thinning pro 
gram. We're spacing them 40 feet 
apart now.” 

“But do I get my $2.50 back that 


I paid for the tree?” persisted Mr 
Dean, 


That question caused some per- 


plexity on the part of the Parks 
Department man, 

Well that’s how matters stood 
until Monday evening. 

Mr. Dean says he doesn’t mind 
so much about losing the tree. He 
didn’t want the trees planted on 
his boulevard in the first place 


But he feels there's a principle at 
stake in the matter. 

If an ordinary citizen were to 
swipe a man’s tree he'd be into a 
lot of trouble, Taxpayer Dean 
points out. 

“The least the city can do is re- 


fund me the $2.50 I paid for the 
tree.

The report of Alberta's Royal Com- 
mission on Taxation makes it sufficiently 
clear that any permanent relief for mun- 


icipalities which are compelled to exempt 
from taxation all federal and 
must come through amend- 
of the British North America Act. 
Yet the injustice of the present sit- 
uation is so clear obvious that Com- 
missioner J. W. recommends that 
the province give to municipalities grants 
in an amount equal to what the taxation 
on provincial non-administrative property 
would be if such taxation were legal. 

In this respect, Mr. Judge does not 
go as far as the Rowell Sirois Report 
which said: 

“The commission that

ments ex gratia in place of taxation in res- 
pect of all property (other

“The Real Danger for Farmers,” 
in which you indicate that “Many 
farmers seem to believe that the 
danger to their interest is that 
there might be another great de- 
pression in which the prices that 
farmers get for their products 
would once again fall to levels 
where agriculture would be 
bankrupt; also, that “The real 
danger to farmers, is that the 
idea of government fixing prices 
of food may continue to spread.

Experience to date, such as that 
of the British wheat agreement, 
and the international wheat 
agreement, is that the govern.

MONTREAL, May 18 (CP) The board of gov 
ernors of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation in- 
nounced yesterday it will follow a policy of “not granting 


permission for individual 
tions to become outlets for 

A prepared statement by the 
board said that in making recom- 
mendations regarding applica- 
tions for tlicences for private 
television broadcasting stations it 
will recommend that “the chan- 
nels necessary be reserved for 
tne national system”’—the CBC. 
The statement said a licence fee 
should be instituted for television 
receiving sets and this fee “muat 
be considerably higher than the 
present fee for sound receiving sets 
because of the higher costs of tele- 
vision and television programming.’

“will exercise great care in recom- 
mendations regarding applications 


from individuals or private com 
panies for licenses.”
